2. AFRICA AND ANGOLA 

A. GABON CLAIMS OAU MAJORITY FOR FNLA/UNITA 

IN A MEETING WITH ACTING ASSISTANT SECRETARY MULCAHY IN 
KINSHASA NOVEMBER 23, GABONESE PRESIDENT BONGO AND FOREIGN 
MINISTER OKUMBA SAID THAT A MINIMUM OF 25 OAU MEMBER STATES 
WOULD RECOGNIZE THE FNLA/UNITA REGIME IF THE PROJECTED OAU 
SUMMIT FAILS TO RESOLVE THE ANGOLA CONFLICT. PREDICTING 
THAT THE SUMMIT WILL TAKE PLACE AND FAIL, THEY STATED THAT: 

-THE EXISTING OAU INJUNCTION AGAINST RECOGNIZING ANY 
ONE OF THE ANGOLAN FACTIONS WILL LOSE FORCE. 

-WITH THE HELP OF ZAIRE AND GABON, THE FNLA/UNITA 
GOVERNMENT CAN ALMOST CERTAINLY COUNT ON WINNING A

-BONGO FEELS HE CAN SWING SEVERAL MIDDLE EASTERN

B. NIGERIANS BLAST SOUTH AFRICAN INVOLVEMENT IN
